Wage ceiling of 85 cents per 
hour for grape harvest labor was 
announced at a growers ot 
last night in Guasti school by

tion in California. 

Growers who last year paid 
wages in excess of 85 cents may 
use last year’s scale this year and 
those who paid under 85 cents 
may raise their wages to that fig- 
ure, but in other respects the ceil- 
ing must be observed, he said. 

Wine grape harvest by Ellena 
brothers at Ettiwanda was report- 
ed ready to begin today and Ital- 
ian Vineyard Co. planned to begin 
harvesting next Tuesday. By mid- 
week, it was anticipated, the har- 
vest will be in full swing through- 
out the Ettiwanda-Cucamonga- 
Guasti district. 

George F. Johnston at Etti- 
wanda stated today that ship- 
ments of table grapes*to eastern 
markets have been going out since 
Wednesday of last week. 

Estimates of the total crop 
places it at approximately the 
same tonnage as that of last year, 
with quality generally good.

Lions Hear R. L. McLennar 
~ Tell of Japanese Aid in 
Armed Forces 


Outstanding service given by 
the American-born Japanese in 
this war and the attitude of Amer- 
icans toward the Japanese in the 
post-war period were discussed at 
the Lions club mecting in the Up- 
land Woman's club house at noon 
yesterday. 

Ronald H. McLennan, who spent 
many years in Hawaii, and a club 
member, reported on a magazine 
article which told of the heroic 
services of American-Japanese 
infantrymen. 

From his personal knowledge he 
said that as a general rule Japa- 
nese born and reared under Amer- 
ican traditions are loyal and de- 
voted to this country and are pat- 
riotically fighting the Axis. He 
admitted, however, in answering 
questions from his fellow-mem- 
bers that there are exceptions— 
“just as there are cases of native 
English-speaking Americans turn- 
ing against the country.” 

American-Japanese should be 
treated no differently than Ger- 
man-Americans or Italian-Amer- 
icans, Mr. McLennan declared. 

About 50 per cent of ‘the popu- 
lation of the Hawaiin Islands are 
Japanese and many of the young 
men from there are in the armed 
forces, being taken by the selective 
service the same as other Amer- 
icans, he reported.
